According to a survey 
conducted by USDA's 
Economic Research Ser¬ 
vice, consumers neither like 
nor want imitation meats, 
but buy them unknowingly. 
Of MOO shoppers surveyed, 
only 12% believed they had 
bought imitation ments this 
year. 

ERS asked what products 
they had purchased, how¬ 
ever, and found that In truth 
66% hnd indeed purchased 
products with imitations 
mixed in. USDA concluded 
that ‘objectional taste* will 
limit inarkot growth for 
imitations sold above¬ 
board, but, "it seems likely 
the use of protein extenders 
in commercially prepared 
foods may increase, since 
most consumers appear 
unaware of its presence in 
food they buy." 

Only 1 in 20 respondents 
planned to increase their 
consumption of imitations 
this year, but it appears

"We don't 
need to plant our crops next 
year because we already 
have a good supply on hand. 


The issuo of irrigation in 
California’s Imperial Valley 
may huve forced Bob Moyer 
to resign as assistant 
secretary of agriculture, but 
Meyer has no intention of 
leaving Washington or 
remaining silent on the 
subject. 

Two days after Carter 
accepted Meyer's resigna¬ 
tion, Meyer spoke out 
against the proposed imple¬

Smith may replace Meyer 


P.R. "Bobby" Smith, a 
familiar name to southern 
farmers and a close friend of 
President Jimmy Carter, 
may be named e successor 
to former assistant agricul¬ 
ture secretary for marketing 
service Robert Meyer. 
Smith's current title at the 
U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture is acting assistant 
deputy secretary, and his 
duties entail various task 
force leadership, trouble 
shooting and national and 
world tours on behalf of 
such "southern crops" as 
cotton, peanuts and to¬ 
bacco. 

Meyer resigned due to a 
conflict of interest in his 
California land holdings and 
his lobbying efforts involv¬ 
ing an Interior Department 
ruling on irrigation rights 
there. 


Bergland told Western 
Livestock Journal Bergland 
has no objections to Smith's 
nomination and that deputy 
secretary John White is 
"pushing hard" for Smith. 
USDA needs only to 
recommend a successor, as 
the final decision is up to 
Carter. 

Smith would not com¬ 
ment on whether he has 
been asked to replace 
Meyer, or whether he would 
accept the position if it was 
offered to him. He said only 
that "I came to Washington 
to serve the President — 
any way that I can."

coming in before we get 
really concerned.” 

Another speaker, Jea¬ 
nette Brinch, Idaho Office of 
Energy director of energy 
conservation programs, 
stressed the energy conser¬ 
vation ethic that all must 
adopt permanently. For 
evidence of incentives that 
will make the choice long 
lasting, she pointed to the 
almoBt-certain-to-rise cost 
of energy as the North¬ 
west’s relatively cheap 
hydropower supplies be¬ 
come less able to satisfy the 
region's growing demand. 

"Idaho’s reliance on 
hydropower has been great, 
but as we continue to grow, 
we’ll become more de¬ 
pendent on more expensive 
fossil and thermal 
sources,” she said. 
There’s a lot of debate now 
about how to meld the 
Columbia Basin's hydro- 
power with thermal genera¬ 
ting capacity and how to 
distribute the higher costs 
equitably to traditional and 
new users.’

enabling legislation. He 
said it is hoped that Farm 
Bureau organizations will 
join in seeking changes in 
the law. 

So long as all cattlemen 
may request a refund of 
Beef Research & Informa¬ 
tion Program funds, 
McDougnl said, a simple 
majority should be ade¬ 
quate for approval of the 
plan. 

The recent Denver meet¬ 
ing was the first since the 
new 135 -member board was 
formed through appoint¬ 
ments by NCA's 65 affili¬ 
ated state cattle and 
national breed organiza¬ 


tions. The NCA Consolida¬ 
tion Committee had been 
authorized to function as an 
interim board pending the 
seating of the new board. 

In other actions, the 
board: 

• Adopted a preliminary 
plan for a counter-cyclical 
quota formula under the 
Meat Import Act of 1964, 
with the provision and 
understanding that the 
Executive Committee will 
have the authority and 
discretion to determine 
whether and when the 
association should attempt 
to obtain the necessary 
amendments to the law. 
Under the formula worked 


out in response to requests 
from the U.S. International 
Trade Commission and 
others, yearly import quotus 
would be adjusted in an 
inverse relationship to 
changes in per capita U.S. 
production of cow beef. 
NCA continues to feel that 
this and other changes in 
the Meat Import Law are 
needed, but board members 
noted that changes should 
not be pushed at the 
expense of losing the entire 
law. 

• Declared that the NCA 
policy is to oppose any 
government regulations 
which would permit grazing 
of set-aside acres under 
grain price support pro¬ 


grams. 

• Decided that NCA 
should take nny responsible 
action necessary to prevent 
Lhe restriction of low-level 
antibiotic feeding until such 
time as scientific evidence 
proves that this practice 
does in fact adversely affecL 
human health. The associa¬ 
tion has previously ex¬ 
pressed its opposition to

Three bills recently 
signed into lew by Califor¬ 
nia Governor Brown will 
provide assistance to farm¬ 
ers and ranchers who have 
been hurt by the drouth. 


Commodities 
eligible for 
credit listed 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture ha9 announced 
the U.S. farm commodities 
eligible for new financing 
under the Commodity 
Credit Corporation (CCC) 
Export Credit Sales Pro- 
gram. 

Effective Nov. 1, until 
further notice, the Novem¬ 
ber list Includes: almonds, 
barley, breeding cattle, 
breeding swine, corn. 
Cotton, cottonseed oil, dry 
edible beans, dry edible 
pea9, dried whey products, 
eggs (dried, frozen, and 
canned), hog grease, nonfat 
dry milk, oats, peanut oil, 
poultry (canned and fro¬ 
zen), milled and brown rice, 
sorghum, sunflowerseed 
oil, tallow, tobacco, wheat, 
wheat flour, soybean oil and 
edible soy-protein. The list 
is unchanged from last 
month. 

CCC Credit provides 
short-term commercial fi¬ 
nancing for periods ranging 
from six months to a maxi¬ 
mum of three years. 
Qurrent Interest rates for six 
and .twelve month repay¬ 
ment terms are 7% with a 
U.S. bank. 


Food and Agriculture direc¬ 
tor Richard E. Rominger 
Bays two of the bills give 
direct aid to dryland grain 
find livestock farmers, who 
have been hardest hit 
during the past two years, 
and the third allows farmers 
to take a tax credit if they 
install water-saving Irriga¬ 
tion equipment. 

The Livestock Raisers' 
Disaster Relief Act of 1977, 
authored by Assemblyman 
Vic Fazio (D-Sacramento, 


Solano, Yolo) makes 810 
million available to help 
defray properly taxes on 
non-irrigated farmland. Ac¬ 
cording to Fazio,' 'Livestock 
•owners and dryland grain 
farmers have suffered most 
under the drouth, and this 
bill will take some of the 
burden from their shoulders 
by reducing the taxes on 
their lands." 

Rominger added that the 
forms for use by applicants 
for disaster relief are now 


and county farm advisor, 
and cautioned that applica¬ 
tions must be received by 
his department no later than 
Dec. 15. 

' Another bill to help 
livestock farmers will ex¬ 
empt them from the in-lieu 
(head-day) tax on their 
animals du ring the period of 
the drouth. Bill author 
Sonator Rose Ann Vuich 
(D-Dinuba) said her bill will 
give immediate relief to an 
industry that has taken the 
largest drouth losses. 

Vuich also authored the 
bill that gives state 
income-tax credit to farmers 
that install water-saving 


limited to 10 % of thocostof 
tho equipment or 8500, 
whichever is less, and will 
provide an estimated SI.5 
million savings to water- 
conscious farmers. “Wo 
need to conserve water," 
she said, "and this law will 
encourage conservation.'
